— e Kings moſt Excellent Maieſty, hauing taken into His Princely 


conſideration, the many inconuentences which may fall out by the vi 
limited concourſe of people of all ſoꝛts to His Court, oz the Townes oꝛ 
— Pariſhes neere the lame, eſpecially at this time, and in this ſeaſon of the 
| yeere , Which growes enery day moꝛe dangerous foꝛ increaſing the in- 
{ fection, already begun inthe Citie of London, and Confines ofthe lame ; 
And being gractouſly and pꝛouidently carefull to take away and pꝛe⸗ 
ef {ER uent all occaſions tending thereunto, hath thought fit by aduice of His 
2 1 Paiute Councell, by this Pꝛoclamation to publiſh and declare his Roy- 
— all pleaſure andtommandement concerning the ſame , That although 

his Mateſtie cannot but tonteiue great toy and contentment , when His louing Dubrects , out ot 1 
their loyall and dutifull affections towards him, ſhalldefire to ſee the Perſons of Himſelfe,o2 of 
his deare Conſozt the Queene, who is (by Gods bleſſing) ſhoꝛtly to come ouer into England; pet, 
in his Pꝛintely care of his people, Hee is contented to diſpence with thole publike ſhewes of their 
veale, chearefulnes, and alacritie at this time, leſt the pzeſent occaſions of iop and reioyting, ſhould 
pꝛodute a tontrary effect , by diſperſing the Infection into other parts ofthe Kealme , where his 

Maieſtie ſhall keepe his Royall Court and reſidence, 

And therefoze his Maieſtie doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command, That aſwell in the 
Journey, which Himſelfe ſhoꝛtly tntendeth to Douer in Kent. foꝛ the reception of his deare Conſozf, 
the Queene, at Her arrinall, as alſo in His, and Her Maieſties returne from thente, and in all os 
ther Journeys andP2ogreſles, whichthey oꝛ either of them ſhall make this Summer now enſu- 
ing, till they ſhall returne to a ſtanding houle in winter, No perſon oꝛ perſons whatloener, not 
being thereunto called oꝛ appointed, oꝛ not hauing ſpeciall cauſe of perſonall attendance at the 
Court foz his Maieſties ſeruite, oꝛ foꝛ ſome neceſſary occaſion of extremity concerning their owne 
eſtate,doe pꝛeſume to follow, oz reſoꝛt to the Court with Petitions , 02 vpon other pzetence.o2 bn- 


| to any Citie, Towne, Uillage, oꝛ pztnate houſe within twelue miles of the ſame, as they tender 
his Maieſties diſpleaſure, and will anſwere foꝛ the lame, as contemners of this his Maleſties int 
5 and Royallcommandement. And whereas many of his Mateſtieslouing Dubiects haue been 


heretofoze wont to peſter the Court,vndercolour of repairing thither foꝛ healing the diſeaſe cals 
led The Kings Euill, His Mateſtie doth hereby publiſh and declare his pleaſure, That vntill Bicha- 
elmasnext,and after His Cozonation ſhall be ſolemntzed, He wil not admit any perſon ozperſons 
to come to the Court foz healing, And doth ſtraitiy charge andfozbid, That no perſon oꝛ perſons 
doe in the meane time pzeſume to impoꝛtune his Maieſtie in that behalfe: And foꝛ auoyding ma⸗ 
ny, and great abuſes in that behalfe,his Maieſty doth ſtraitly charge and command, That ns per- 
ſono2 perſons doe at any time hereafter reſoꝛt to his Mateſtie , oꝛ His Court foꝛ healing of that 
| diſeaſe without bzinging a Certificate from the Miniſter, and Churchwardens of the Pariſh | 
wherein they inhabite, oꝛ ſome other neighbours of moꝛe eminent quality.erpzeſſing the time they | 
baue been troubled with thatinfirmity, and that they haue not at any time bekoꝛt been healed by 


his Pateſtte , oꝛ the late King: And to anoid the great diſoꝛder of pooꝛe people, who are vſed to 
come flocking into the high wayes,and ſtreetes, where his Maieſtie is to trauell, vnder colour of 
rellefe from the Almoner , His Maieſtie hath taken oꝛder, that in allthe Townes and Pariſhes, 
th:ough which Hee (hall paſſe, his Maieſties ſayd Almoner ſhall deliucr his Maieſties Almes to 
the Querſeersofthe Pooze, to be diſtributed amongſt them,foz their better 4 moze tquall reliete. 
then they ſhould receiue by comming abꝛoad in that diſhonourable a vndecent maner;Which ther- 

 foze his Maieſty ſtrattly chargeth and tommandeth them to fozbeare, and all Matozs, Shertffes, 
Juſtices of peate. Conſtables, aud other Officers, to take due tare of actoꝛdingly. And foꝛ other 
wandering pooze, Uagabonds, Rogues, and ſuch like baſe and vnruly people, which peſter the 

high wap, and make it their Trade o2pzofeſſionto line by begging , pilfering, oꝛother vnlawfull 
ſhifting, His £Patelſtte doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command, al well the Knight Marſhall 

of His houſhold and his deputies, as all Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Juſtices ofÞeace, Conſtables , and 

other his Mateſties Offiters and loutng Dubtects, to cauſe ſuch as bee Impotent, to bee foozth- 

with returned into their owne Countreys, and ſuch as be able to labour, to bee ſent to the houſes 

of Coꝛrection, oꝛ other wiſe oꝛdered accozding to the Lawes: To which end alſo, his Maieſtie 

likewiſe chargeth and tommandeth the ſayd Sheriffes, Juſtices, and other Officers, to cauſe 

diligent watch by night and Mard by day to be kept by Honeſt and ſubitantiall houſholders, in 

cuery Citie, Towne , Uillage, andPariſl), thzough which his Maicſty ſhall paſſe, and within 

twelue miles compaſle of his Maieſties paſſage oꝛ Court,aſwelltobe ready vpon all occaſions to 

ſuppꝛeſſe diloꝛders and bꝛeaches of the Peace, as to make ſpetiall ſearch foꝛ all ſuch perſons, as 

ſhall pzetend themlelues to bee his Mateſties Seruants , oꝛ followers ofthe Court, and traue 

Lodging without hauing Willets foz the lame, and to appꝛehend ali ſuch as they ſhall finde ſo 

lodged 02 entertained, # not billeted, and to bꝛing them befoze the Knight Marſhal, oz his deputy, 

and in all other things to be aſliſting to him and them concerning the pꝛemiſſes, foꝛ all occaſions 

of his Maieſties ſeruite. 

And becauſe his Maieſtie findeth much diloꝛder in ſame of his owne ſeruants, in vnneceſſary 
peſtering of the Court, when there is no cauſe foꝛ their attendance oz imployment, His Maieſty 
ſtraitly foꝛbiddeth, That any of his ſeruants do either in this Journey of his Maieſties intended 
to Douer, oꝛ elleWhere in his Summers Pꝛogreſſe, oꝛ vntil his Mateſtte ſhal come to keepe a ſtan- 
ding houle in Winter , reſoꝛt to the Court, execpt ſuch onely of his Mateſties ſeruants, as are, oꝛ 
ſhall be ſet downe in the Liſte, oꝛ ſhall be allowed foz ſeruice within dooꝛes, and aboue ſtaires, 
by the LozdChamberlaine of his Mateſties honourable houſhold, oꝛ beloYo ſtaires,by the Trea- 
ſurer and Comptroller ofthe houſhold , oz foꝛ ſeruice without doozes by the Knight Marſhall, 
bpon paine ofhis Mateſties diſpleaſure, and inturring the Cenſure of a high contempe. 

And to the end his Maieſties Royall pleaſure herein befoze declared, may bee in all points ob⸗ 
ſerued, his Mateſtte ſtraitly chargeth and commandeth His Knight Marſhall, and all Maioꝛs, 
Sberiffes , Juſtites of Peace, Conſtables , Headbozoughs , Bayliffes , and other his Mateſties 
Officers whatſoeuer, to ſee all things concerning the pzemiſles , carefully perfozmed, and put in 

 dueerecution, atcoꝛding to the dueties of their ſeuerall places, as they and euery of them will an⸗ 
were foz any their neglects herein, at their vttermoſt perils,
